Three  Days  to  Remember 

The  Gathering  of  Holocaust  Survivors  surely  ranks  as  one  of 
the  most  important  and  certainly  the  most  moving  event  the  Jewish 
community  of  Ottawa  has  witnessed.  From  the  drama  of  the  torch 
lighting  ceremony  on  Parliament  Hill,  on  a mournful,  dreary  Sun- 
day afternoon,  to  the  eloquent  interpretations  of  the  final  plenary, 
and  including  the  miraculous  transformation,  from  despair  to 
jubilation  at  the  Monday  night  cultural  evening,  the  whole  of  the 
Gathering  was  a triumphant  success. 

The  community  takes  particular  pride  in  the  fact  that  Mendel 
Good  played  such  an  instrumental  role,  in  conceiving  the  event, 
and  then  ensuring  its  being  carried  through.  Most  gratifying  was 
the  fact  that  despite  prolonged  illness,  Mendel  was  able  to  par- 
ticipate fully  in  the  program,  and  lend  it  his  unique  blend  of 
sincerity  and  enthusiasm  that  we  have  come  to  respect  and  love 
in  him.  Kol  Hacavod  to  Mendel. 

Needless  to  say,  many  others  were  involved  in  implementing  the 
program,  too  numerous  to  mention  here,  but  all  identified  in  the 
Gathering's  Official  Programme.  But  it  would  be  remiss  of  me 
not  to  mention  the  absolutely  fantastic  effort  made  by  Edie 
Koranyi,  Zelaine  Shinder  and  Lillian  Laks.  They  coopted  literally 
hundreds  of  Ottawans,  who  volunteered  time  and  spared  no  ef- 
fort to  ensure  the  smooth  running  of  a very  complex  event.  The 
men  and  women  who  acted  as  guides,  as  receptionists,  and  as  mar- 
shalls, together  with  the  many  families  who  provided  hospitality 
to  visitors  were  the  real  stars  of  the  Gathering.  On  scores  of  oc- 
casions, people  I barely  knew  approached  me  to  thank  the  com- 
munity for  its  splendid  hospitality.  Never  before  have  I felt  so 
proud  to  be  a representative  of  this  community.  It  is  no  cliche, 
no  matter  how  often  it  is  repeated,  to  assert  that  we  truly  are  a 
unique  and  wonderful  community. 

When  the  idea  for  the  Gathering  was  first  broached,  I felt  we 
could  accomplish  three  important  goals:  to  demonstrate  our 
solidarity  with  survivors,  who  all  too  often  feel  their  experiences 
have  left  them  somewhat  isolated  within  the  larger  community; 
to  assist  their  children,  the  Second  Generation,  in  their  search  for 
a way  to  perpetuate  the  tragic  moral  lessons  of  the  Holocaust; 
and,  perhaps  somewhat  selfishly,  to  educate  our  community,  more 
than  half  of  whom  were  bom  after  1945,  as  to  the  nature  and 
meaning  of  those  events.  I believe  the  first  two  goals  were  met 
quite  satisfactorily.  But  my  greatest  pleasure  lies  in  the  overwhelm- 
ing evidence  that  the  third  goal  was  conclusively  realized.  I am 
confident  that,  as  a result,  a whole  new  generation  of  young  Ot- 
tawans will  join  our  survivors  and  their  families  in  making  the 
world  aware  of  its  greatest  hour  of  moral  failure,  and  in  ensur- 
ing that  NEVER  AGAIN  is  not  just  a slogan,  but  an  effective 
battle  cry. 

Operation  Facelift 

I am  advised  by  Evelyn  Greenberg  that  the  campaign  to  refur- 
bish and  revitalize  Hillel  Lodge,  or  what  she  refers  to  as  the  Hillel 
Hilton,  is  progressing  very  well  indeed.  I expect  it  is  a happy  ex- 
ample of  a brilliant  canvasser  encountering  a very  receptive  com- 
munity. I needn't  stress  how  important  a part  of  our  communal 
life  Hillel  Lodge  has  become,  and  therefore  how  pleased  we  are 
that  this  operation  is  underway.  Indeed,  Evelyn  told  me  that  a 
former  Ollawan,  now  living  in  Florida,  made  a most  generous 
contribution  to  Herb  Nadolny  after  learning  of  the  campaigning 
from  our  Bulletin,  which  he,  like  many  other,  receives  regularly. 
Can  we  who  live  here  do  less? 

Walkathon 

The  final  event  in  the  1985  UJA  campaign  is  the  Walkathon, 
an  event  that  has  now  become  our  community’s  official  rite  of 
spring.  This  year  it  is  to  be  held  on  June  2,  and  the  details  will 
be  provided  in  this  and  future  editions  of  the  Bulletin.  Of  course 
it  is  important  that  we  all  sponsor  walkers,  joggers,  bikers  and 
whatever  else.  But  it  is  no  less  important  that  as  many  as  possible 
participate.  Few  events  link  our  families  to  our  community,  and 
to  Israel,  as  effectively  as  this  mass  outing.  So  plan  now  to  be 
among  the  many  hundreds  of  Ottawa  Jews  who  wish  to  be 
counted.

The  New  Jewish  Identity  in  America 

by  Stuart  E.  Rosenberg 

Hippocrenc  Books,  290  pages 


A wealth  of  information  was  added  to  Jewish  history  as  myriad 
stories  were  exchanged  at  the  Canadian  Gathering  of  Holocaust 
Survivors  and  Their  Children  held  at  the  Capital  Congress  Cen- 
tre from  April  28-30.  Many  of  these  stories  have  been  meticulously 
taped  and  documented  for  posterity  to  ensure  that  when  the 
generation  of  survivors  has  passed  on,  the  awful  truth  of  what 
befell  them  in  Germany  will  live  on  for  the  generations  to  follow. 
And  be  heeded. 

Looking  around  the  Gathering,  one  could  not  help  but  be  struck 
by  the  deceptive  exteriors  of  many  of  the  delegates;  men  and 
women  whose  lives  were  miraculously  spared  to  become  parents, 
to  become  bubbis  and  zaydes.  We’ve  all  seen  them  — on  the  streets 
of  our  cities  — strolling  shopping  malls  in  Miami  — taking  a spin 
on  the  dance  floor  at  a wedding.  Had  they  not  been  together  for 
the  purpose  of  remembering,  no  one  would  ever  guess  what  they 
had  been  through.  But  they  know,  these  survivors,  how  very 
precious  life  is. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  moving  stories  to  come  out  of  the 
Gathering  is  the  one  which  follows.  Perhaps,  after  all,  it  ex- 
emplifies to  a great  extent  what  the  Gathering  was  all  about. 

The  scene  is  set  in  one  of  the  conference  rooms  at  the  Con- 
gress Centre.  In  response  to  a request,  survivors  are  rising  at  ran- 
dom to  share  their  stories  with  one  another.  A woman  in  her  mid- 
fifties  stands  and  begins  to  speak: 

The  word^pread  quickly  throughout  Auschwitz,  she  said,  that 
the  war  was  soon  coming  to  an  end. 

The  Russian  forces  were  coming  closer  on  one  side  of  the  camp, 
and  the  British  were  advancing  on  the  other. 

We  didn’t  know  how  long  it  would  take  for  the  end  to  come, 
but  we  did  know  that  the  end  of  the  war  was  imminent  and  oh! 
hoy  we  wanted  to  be  alive  for  that  moment! 

Every  day  a runner  would  be  sent  to  the  top  of  the  hill  to  assess 
the  situation,  and  every  day  he  would  come  back  with  a report 
on  the  progress  of  the  allied  forces. 

And  we  were  hoping  that  somehow  our  liberators  would  be  the 
British. 

As  the  time  went  by,  she  continued,  I decided  that  I would  save 
a sugar  cube  every  day  until  we  were  rescued.  On  the  day  the 
British  soldiers  came  flooding  into  the  camp,  I had  put  away  twen- 
ty cubes  of  sugar. 

The  soldiers  came  in  and  found  us,  a starving,  bedraggled, 
broken  mass  of  humanity.  And  they  announced,  ‘You’re  free. 
You  can  go  now.’  And  they  didn’t  understand  why  we  didn’t 
move,  didn’t  react.  What  they  didn’t  know,  couldn’t  know,  was 
that  we  had  nowhere  to  go  to.  No  home.  No  family.  No  roots 
anymore. 

As  we  stood  around,  dazed,  I remembered  my  cubes  of  sugar, 
and  I began  to  pass  them  around.  A ragged  skeleton  passing  out 
sugar  to  the  ragged  skeletons  around  her. 

One  of  the  soldiers  came  up  to  me  and,  having  assessed  the 
situation,  he  quietly  advised  me  to  stop  what  I was  doing. 

“Don’t  you  see,’  he  said  with  concern,  ‘these  people  are 
desperate.  They  will  kill  for  that  sugar.  You’ll  start  a riot.’’ 

But  1 was  determined  to  complete  my  task,  and  so  I ignored 
him  and  continued  to  pass  out  the  cubes  of  sugar  until  every  single 
one  of  them  was  gone... 

The  lady  paused  in  her  story,  and  suddenly,  from  somewhere 
across  the  silent,  crowded  room  a voice,  barely  audible  and  choked 
with  emotion,  was  heard,  ‘You.  My  God  it  was  you’... heads  turn- 
ed to  see  the  middle-aged  man  who  had  risen  from  his  seat,  his 
arms  outstretched  toward  the  storyteller.. .‘You’re  the  girl  who 
gave  me  the  sugar!’ 
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A hundred  years  of  Jewish 
life  examined  within  the 
perspective  of  the  Jews’  four 
thousand  year  history  yields  a 
rosy  picture  for  the  future 
health  of  the  North  American 
Jewish  community. 

Toronto  Rabbi  and 
historian,  Stuart  Rosenberg, 
daringly  explores  the  statement 
of  German  poet  and  essayist, 
Heinrich  Heine,  “As  Christians 
do,  so  do  the  Jews.’’  (To  pro- 
ve his  point,  Heine  voluntarily 
converted  from  Judaism  to 
Christianity). 

Rosenberg  argues  that  the 
North  American  Puritan  pro- 
mise had  something  different  in 
mind  for  its  Jews,  freedom  to 
pursue  their  religion  as  they  saw 
fit,  equal  partners  in  a 
democratic  dream.  He  treats 
Canadian  and  American  Jews 
as  one  religiously  but  two 
politically,  both  important  con- 
tributors to  the  broader  cultures 
of  their  respective  countries. 

Selective  accommodation  has 
not  only  shaped  but  affirmed  a 
coherent  sense  of  Jewish 
peoplehood,  the  grandchildren 
of  immigrants  often  remember- 
ing what  their  grandparents 
chose  to  forget. 

Life  in  America  is  more  com- 
plex and  very  different  from 
any  previous  European  Jewish 
address  where  Jews  had  to  sup- 
port one  another  because  of 
political  anti-semitism, 
bolstered  by  a wide  base  of 
public  opinion.  Fortunately,  in 
America,  “anti-semitism  is 
primarily  a manifestation  of 
psychological  groups  hovering 
on  the  fringes  of  public  respec- 
tability.” 

“Apart  from,”  yet,  “a  part 
of,”  is  no  longer  the  sole 
description  of  the  North 
American  Jew  in  his  greater 
community.  For  the  first  time 
in  history,  he  is  sharing  his 
heritage  and  even  more  impor- 
tant he  feels  safe  in  doing  so. 

His  security  stems  from  the 
fact  that  most  Jewish  im- 
migrants were  either  safely  on 
this  side  of  the  Atlantic  before 
the  Second  World  War  or  were 
delivered  here  after  they  surviv- 
ed the  Holocaust.  Their  sur- 
vival has  become  synonymous 
with  a revitalized  mission, 
regeneration  of  their  collective 
Divine  battery.  So  too,  the 
establishment  of  the  State  of 
Israel  in  1948,  a Jewish 
homeland,  cultural  centre  for 
the  Jews  of  the  world,  has  given 
the  North  American  Jew  a new 
sense  of  self  worth  and  pride. 
Not  since  Biblical  times  when 
the  Jewish  people  and  their 
land  were  inseparable  has  the 
Jewish  promise  been  so  close  to 
fulfillment. 

But  there  are  flies  in  the 
spiritual  ointment.  Certainly, 
the  denominational  synagogue 
(Orthodox,  Conservative, 
Reform  and  Reconstructionist) 
has  taken  on  several  of  the 
characteristics  of  the  denomina- 
tional church.  Both  thrive  best 
as  clubs  for  social,  educational 
and  cultural  activities  in  addi- 
tion to  being  houses  of  wor- 
ship. Like  the  priest,  the  rabbi 
is  now  clergyman,  visiting  the 
sick,  counselling  the  downtrod- 
den, officiating  at  weddings 
and  funerals.  The  rabbi  has 
become  the  paid  official  of  one 
denominational  group,  "often

in  serious  competition  with 
‘other’  synagogues:  the  rival 
claimants  to  religious 
denomination.” 

Rosenberg  personally 
laments  this  development.  He 
would  like  to  see  the  rabbi 
resume  his  traditional  role  of 
talmudic  sage  (interpreter  and 
judge  of  Jewish  Law),  lay- 
teacher  and  scholar  for  the  en- 
tire Jewish  community.  But, 
every  fact  Rosenberg  supplies 
showing  changes  in  the  rabbinic 
role  since  the  Middle  Ages  pro- 
ves closer  to  the  people  for  the 
rabbi  means  closer  to  God  for 
more  of  his  congregants,  not 
vice  versa. 

Clearly,  the  new  emphasis  in 
“corporate  synagogues”  is  on 
quality  education  for  both 
adults  and  children.  Enormous 
congregations  with  materially 
opulent  edifices  still  manage  to 
provide  religious,  intellectual 
and  cultural  nourishment  for 
their  members. 

By  Rosenberg’s  own  admis- 


sion there  is  a healthy  move- 
ment in  North  America  back  to 
traditional  Judaism.  Day 
schools  are  flourishing  and 
there  is  an  explosion  of  Jewish 
Studies  programs  on  college 
campuses,  where  Jew  and  non- 
Jew,  side  by  side,  learn  Jewish 
history  and  customs. 

For  the  first  time  in  Jewish 
history  women  are  receiving 
quality  Jewish  education.  In 
1971,  Ezra t Nashim,  a Jewish 
women’s  movement  began 
pressing  for  more  participation 
of  Jewish  women  in  public 
prayer.  Recently  approved  or- 
dination of  female  rabbis  in 
three  of  the  four  denominations 
(Reform  Reconstructionist  and 
Conservative)  is  the  most 
significant  step  taken  by  the 
Jews  since  Aaron  smashed  the 
golden  calf  at  the  bottom  of 
Sinai  while  Moses  (he)  went  up 
the  mountain  to  receive  the 
word  of  the  Lord.  Women  and 
their  contribution  to  public 
Judaism,  a phenomenon  par- 
ticular to  the  last  few  decades 
will  not  be  fully  measured  un- 
til far  into  the  future. 

While  Rosenberg  complains 
about  the  “corporate” 
synagogue,  half  of  North 
America’s  Jews  affiliate  and 
benefit  from  their  synagogue 
memberships.  These  “private 
clubs”  built  in  the  1950’s  may 
not  have  been  beneficent  to  all 
members  and  rabbis  but  many 
Jews  have  been  satisfied.  Three 
million  Jews  who  have  chosen 
not  to  affiliate  as  well  as  three 
million  who  do  have  learned 
that  for  better  or  for  worse, 
their  Judaic  commitment  is 
their  own  responsibility.

Never  Again!

The  Jewish  world  in  our  time  seems  to  have  adopted 
as  its  motto,  the  two  simple,  yet  profound,  words  — 
“Never  Again.”  Events  of  the  last  few  weeks,  particularly 
the  series  of  blunders  committed  by  President  Reagan  of 
the  USA,  have  made  the  significance  of  that  rallying  call 
all  the  more  pressing  and  relevant  to  our  age.  Ironically, 
it  would  appear,  the  more  the  public  hears  and  is  remind- 
ed of  the  Holocaust,  the  less  it  seems  prepared  to  digest 
the  lessons  of  that  horrific  time. 

The  occasion  of  the  Canadian  Gathering  of  Holocaust 
Survivors  raised  anew  the  significance  of  remembrance, 
and  of  keeping  the  past  alive.  For  the  survivors  one  would 
think  that  the  memories  from  those  tragic  years  would 
be  so  painful  that  they  would  do  all  they  could  to  forget 
them,  to  live  the  rest  of  their  lives  as  “normally”  as  possi- 
ble. Having  seen  and  lived  through  such  horrors,  they 
would  be  excused  for  wanting  to  forget  and  avoid  every 
mention  that  might  bring  those  memories  back  to  life. 
And  yet  here  they  were,  in  their  hundreds,  reliving  the 
unthinkable,  commemorating  the  years  of  pain  and 
darkness.  What  courage  and  selflessness  it  must  take  for 
them  to  endure  once  more  those  memories  — in  order 
to  remind  us,  their  fellow  Jews  particularly,  of  those 
things  that  we  all  too  easily  forget. 

For  this,  we  are  eternally  thankful  — for  their  having 
the  courage  and  the  strength  to  relive  those  years.  For 
the  survivors  are  our  most  powerful  embodiment  of  the 
need  to  remember  and  take  heed,  in  spite  of  the  pain, 
in  spite  of  the  intense  discomfort  that  thinking  about  the 
Holocaust  always  engenders. 

There  is  a parallel  of  sorts  to  this  predicament  that 
perpetuates  the  pain,  to  be  found  in  the  Torah,  in  that 
section  read  during  the  week  of  the  Gathering.  In  speak- 
ing of  childbirth,  the  Torah  indicates  that  some  time  after 
giving  birth,  a woman  is  to  bring  a sacrifice  to  the  taber- 
nacle, to  be  “forgiven.”  The  Talmud,  incredulously  asks 
why  she  needs  forgiveness  — she  has  done  nothing  wrong, 
au  contraire,  she  has  given  life  itself,  what  could  be 
greater?  One  answer  is  found  in  the  Tractate  Niddah  31, 
in  the  name  of  Shimon  bar  Yochai,  who  says  that  most 
women  swear  to  God  while  enduring  the  excruciating  pain 
of  childbirth,  that  they  will  “never  again”  bear  a child, 
that  they  will  never  again  permit  their  husbands  to  get 
near  them!  But  with  the  passage  of  time,  with  the  mellow- 
ing of  the  years,  they  forget  this  oath,  they  put  the  pain- 
ful memories  out  of  their  minds,  and  as  a result  (for- 
tunately) they  resume  their  marital  and  family  relations. 
Thus  they  end  up  contradicting  their  oath  to  God  — and 
for  this  inconstancy  to  the  past  and  its  resolutions  they 
must  bring  a token  of  forgiveness. 

What  the  talmud  seems  to  be  suggesting,  it  appears  to 
me,  is  that  a Jew  dare  not  ever  forget  the  pai/i  and  suf- 
fering, the  hardship  and  the  sacrifices  of  the  past.  Cer- 
tainly we  ought  never  permit  ourselves  to  disregard  our 
resolution  to  remember.  It  could  be  said  that  our  genera- 
tion is  in  a similar  position:  after  the  war  years,  when 
the  enormity  of  those  crimes  dawned  upon  us,  we  thought 
that  the  world  would  never  permit  such  things  to  happen 
again.  But  the  world  has  not  learned  the  lesson;  it  has 
chosen  to  forget . The  thoughts  of  those  events  were  just 
too  painful,  too  ugly,  too  unsettling  to  bear  for  any  period 
of  time.  All  the  more  reason,  therefore,  for  us  to  remind 
the  world,  and  for  us  to  continue  to  hear  the  lonely  voices 
of  the  survivors  and  their  children,  as  they  have'continued 
selflessly  to  keep  those  memories  alive,  and  to  prevent 
the  rest  of  us  from  forgetting. 

And  for  that  we  are  eternally  grateful.  Never  Again, 
indeed.

This  will  be  the  second  such 
concert  held  in  honour  of  Yom 
Yerushalayim,  the  day  marking 
the  reunification  of  the  holy  ci- 
ty of  Jerusalem  during  the  Six- 
Day  War  of  1967. 

Among  the  featured  chaz- 
zanim  is  Ottawa’s  own  Cantor 
Pinchas  Levinson  of  Machzikei 
Hadas  who  has  performed  for 
many  years  in  South  Africa  and 
Israel.

Shavuot 


Shavuot  means  weeks,  and  this  holiday  is  celebrated  seven  weeks 
after  Passover.  Tradition  has  it  that  the  Ten  Commandments  and 
the  Torah  were  given  to  Moses  on  Mount  Sinai  on  Shavuot. 

It  is  customary  to  eat  dairy  dishes  on  Shavuot.  There  are  many 
folk  stories  to  explain  this  tradition.  Some  say  that  before  receiv- 
ing the  Torah,  the  Jews  abstained  from  all  meat  dishes  as  per- 
sonal sacrifice.  Others  say  that  the  Torah  is  as  sweet  and  as 
nourishing  as  milk  and  honey  to  those  who  study  it;  therefore 
the  holiday  on  which  the  Torah  was  given  is  celebrated  with  dairy 
foods. 

Cottage  Cheese  Spinach  Pie 


1/2  pound  phyllo  dough 
1/2  pound  feta  cheese 
1-8  oz.  carton  small  curd 
cottage  cheese 
3 eggs 

1 medium  onion  chopped 
1/2  stick  butter 


2-10  oz.  chopped  spinach 

(frozen)  thawed  and  drained 

1/4  cup  parsley 

2 T.  dill 

salt  & pepper 

1/2  cup  bread  crumbs 

1/2  cup  melted  butter 


Combine  two  cheeses  with  eggs.  Beat.  Saut6  onion  in  butter, 
then  add  spinach  and  cook  till  moisture  is  evaporated.  Add 
parsley,  dill,  salt,  pepper  and  bread  crumbs.  Stir  well.  When  cool 
add  cheese-egg  mixture. 

Preheat  oven  to  375.  Butter  9 x 12  pan.  Line  with  phyllo  leaves. 
Butter  each  leaf  first.  Use  8 or  9 leaves. 

Spread  spinach  on  top.  Make  a top  crust  with  9 leaves  buttered. 
With  knife  push  edges  of  phyllo  in.  Butter  top  leaf.  Sprinkle  water 
on  top.  Bake  1 hour  or  till  brown. 

Lemon  Cheesecake 

Crust 

1 1/3  cups  graham  wafer  crumbs 

1/3  cup  butter 

1/4  cup  brown  sugar 

Mix  together  and  press  into  bottom  of  a 9 inch  springform. 
Bake  at  350  for  5 min. 

Filling 

1 pound  cream  cheese 

3 eggs 

1/2  cup  sour  cream 
2/3  cup  sugar 

2 T.  lemon  juice 

Mix  together  and  pour  over  crust.  Bake  at  350  for  40  min. 
Topping 

1 cup  sour  cream 

4 T.  sugar 

2 T.  lemon  juice 

Mix  and  spread  over  cheesecake.  Return  to  oven  for  10-15  min. 


3 cups  rice  krispies 
1/2  cup  melted  butter 
3 squares  melted  semi-sweet 
chocolate 


Ice  Cream  Cake 

3 litres  ice  cream  (choc.,  black 
cherry,  butter  pecan) 

1 cup  whipped  cream 

2 T.  cocoa 


Combine  rice  krispies  with  melted  butter  and  chocolate.  Press 
into  bottom  and  sides  of  a greased  10  inch  springform  pan.  Freeze 
15  min.  Spread  softened  ice  cream  in  layers.  Add  nuts,  chocolate 
chips,  etc.  into  each  layer.  Spread  whipped  cream  that  has  been 
flavoured  with  cocoa  on  top  and  decorate  with  candies.  Freeze. 
Serves  12.

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How  will  her  son  use  the  legacy? 

Indira  Gandhi:  friend  of  Jews,  foe  of  Israel

The  assassination  of  Prime 
Minister  Indira  Gandhi  strongly 
condemned  and  deplored,  came 
as  a great  shock.  India  lost  a 
great  leader,  a huge  void  dif- 
ficult to  fill.  Mrs.  Gandhi,  the 
first  woman  in  history  to  be 
chosen  as  Prime  Minister  of  a 
great  democracy,  strong-willed, 
decisive,  dominated  Indian 
politics  for  over  the  last  two 
decades  and  ruled  with  an  iron 
hand.  Being  the  daughter  of  her 
famous  father,  Pandit 
Jawaharlal  Nehru,  was  Mrs. 
Gandhi’s  claim  on  the  Prime 
Ministership. 

‘A  unique  personality’ 

Israel’s  Prime  Minister 
Shimon  Peres  in  his  message  of 
condolence  called  Mrs.  Gandhi 
“a  unique  personality  and  great 
leader  of  her  people.”  Greville 
Janner,  president  of  the  Board 
of  Deputies  of  British  Jews  ex- 
pressing sorrow  stated:  “I 
salute  the  memory  of  Mrs. 
Gandhi  and  wish  to  pay,  my 
personal  tribute  to  her,  and  1 
express  the  wishes  of  the  whole 
Jewish  community  that  India 
will  be  spared  further  sorrow 
arising  from  this.” 

Personal  interest 

Indira  Gandhi  will  be  best 
remembered  by  the  Jewish 
community  of  India  for  the  per- 
sonal interest  she  took  on  the 
historic  occasion  of  the  celebra- 
tion of  the  400th  Anniversary 
of  the  Cochin  Synagogue  — 
one  of  the  oldest  in  the  world 
— which  took  place  in  Cochin, 
South  India,  about  16  years 
ago.  She  took  time  off  from  a 
very  heavy  schedule  and  made 
a trip  to  Cochin  to  perform  the 
inaugural  ceremony,  which  was 
held  in  the  Town  Hall  amid 
festivity  and  rejoicing,  which 
lasted  five  days,  attended  by 
huge  crowds. 

Representatives  from  dif- 
ferent communities  including 
■ distinguished  Indian  and  com- 
munal leaders,  participated  in 
the  program.  She  was  welcom- 
ed by  the  president  of  the  An- 
niversary Committee,  S.S. 
Koder.  A commemorative 
stamp  of  the  Synagogue  with 
the  inscription  ‘‘Cochin 
Synagogue  — 1568-1960”  was 
issued  by  the  Government  of 
India  to  mark  the  occasion. 
Mrs.  Gandhi  was  blessed  by  the 
Rabbi  and  presented  with  a 
gold  sash. 

Paid  tribute 

In  her  inaugural  address,  the 
Prime  Minister  paid  tribute  to 
the  Jews  and  recalled  visiting 
the  Synagogue  with  her  parents 
as  a young  girl.  She  said:  ‘‘This 
is  not  my  first  visit  to  this  an- 
cient Synagogue.  Each  visit  is  a 
reminder  of  the  long  history  of 
our  country  with  the  Jews  of 
India  and,  certainly,  the  Jews 
of  Cochin  are  associated  and 
also  of  the  tradition  of  religious 
and  cultural  tolerance,  which  is 
our  very  great  heritage.  You 
have  traced  the  history  of  this 
tiny  but  honored  Jewish  com- 
munity in  India  from  the  time 
of  the  diaspora  and  have  paid 
eloquent  tribute  to  the  rulers  of 
Cochin  and  to  others.  The 
tolerance  and  hospitality  which 
they  showed  is  not  uncommon 
in  India.  We  welcomed  the 
Jews  of  India  as  indeed  we  have 
also  welcomed  those  others 
who  had  to  leave  their  original 


homes  because  of  political  and 
religious  persecution  for 
various  reasons...” 

Gracious  gift 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
the  Cochin  Synagogue  adjourns 
the  palace  of  the  then  Mahara- 
jah in  order  to  ensure  his  pro- 
tection. The  grounds  on  which 
it  was  built  was  given  as  a 
gracious  gift  among  other 
amenities.  In  the  Synagogue 
can  be  seen  the  famous  Copper 
Plates  which  form  the  Magna 
Carta  of  the  Jews  of  Cochin 
which  goes  back  over  1,000 
years.  Many  rights  and 
privileges  are  conferred  upon 
the  Jewish  community  in- 
cluding exemption  from  taxes, 
special  honor  and  decorations 
and  the  distinguished  title  of 
“anjuvanannam”  — ‘‘the  lamp 
of  the  day.” 

An  important  role 

Jews  played  and  play  an  im- 
portant role  in  Indian  life  and 
history,  including  high-ranking 
positions  in  the  Indian  army. 
Among  the  better  known  Jews 
in  military  service  are  Maj. 
Gen.  J.  F.  J.  (Jake)  Jacobs,  se- 
cond in  command  of  the  Indian 
forces  which  captured  East 
Pakistan  (Bangladesh),  during 
the  Pakistan-Indian  war;  Rear 
Admiral  Benjamin  Abraham 
Samson;  and  the  Naval  Judge 
Advocate,  Ellis  Jhirad.  The 
name  of  the  famous 
bacteriologist,  Waldemar 
Mordecai  Woolf  Haffkine, 
responsible  for  the  saving  of 
millions  of  lives,  will  stand  out 
for  his  invaluable  service  in  the 
field  of  medical  science.  He 
discovered  the  method  and 
principle  of  inoculation  against 
cholera  and  the  treatment  of 
bubonic  plague  which  had 
reached  epidemic  proportions 
and  were  taking  a very  heavy 
toll  of  life  in  India.  The  Haf- 
fkine Institute  in  Bombay  is  a 
living  monument  to  his  cherish- 
ed memory.  Not  so  long  ago  a 
plaque  memorializing  him  was 
unveiled  by  President  Giri  of 
India  who  paid  glowing  tribute 
to  his  never  to  be  forgotten 
service. 

Many  different  forms 

More  than  2,000  years  ago, 
Judaism  came  to  India  in  many 
different  forms.  The  Jews  of 
Cochin  and  the  Bene-Israel, 
another  ancient  Jewish  com- 
munity, were  well  received  and 
treated.  India  in  her  rich  tradi- 
tion, as  rightly  pointed  out  Mrs. 
Gandhi,  has  an  unprecedented 
record  of  religious  tolerance 
and  hospitality  to  the  Jews 
throughout  the  ages.  Anti- 
Semitism  and  discrimination  in 
any  form  were  unknown  and 
the  Jews  enjoying  liberty  and 
security  flourished  and  pros- 
pered. In  an  atmosphere  of 
complete  religious  freedom  and 
communal  autonomy,  they 
brought  great  benefit  to  the 
country.  Pioneers  in  trade,  in- 
dustry and  finance,  commerce 
and  banking,  they  rendered 
notable  service  in  many  fields 
of  enterprise  and  endeavor  out 
of  all  proportion  to  their 
number  — at  no  time  more 
than  30,000  — and  made  a 
lasting  contribution  to  the 
health  and  well-being  of  the 
people  of  India. 

The  contact  between  the 
Jews  and  Indians  were  peaceful 


and  friendly  — no  intermar- 
riage — and  continued  to  be  so. 
Recognized  as  honored  citizens 
of  India,  they  always  enjoyed 
full  cultural  and  religious 
freedom.  Jews  in  other  parts  of 
the  world,  until  recently,  evinc- 
ed little  interest  in  them,  even 
ignored  their  existence. 

Rich  Jewish  heritage 
Remote  from  the  mainstream 
of  Jewish  life,  separated  by 
oceans  and  continents,  from 
the  chief  centres  of  the 
diaspora,  with  deep-rooted 
consciousness,  they  took  pride 
in  maintaining  their  rich  Jewish 
heritage  and  understanding  of 
Jewish  cultural  and  religious 
values.  It  is  significant  that  in 
response  to  the  appeal  of  the 
World  Zionist  Congress  many 
Jews  of  Cochin  and  the  Bene 
Israel,  emigrated  to  Israel. 
Their  departure,  understan- 
dable, was  regretted  and  a well- 
known  Indian  leader,  M.K.K. 
Nyar,  made  a touching  appeal 
not  to  leave  the  country  ‘‘where 
they  were  welcomed  and  treated 
compassionately.” 

In  general  Indira  Gandhi  was 
no  exception  to  upholding  the 
time-honored  tradition  of  India 
in  relation  to  the  Jews  to  whom 
she  was  favourably  disposed. 
However,  her  attitude  towards 
Israel  left  much  to  be  desired 
and  was  a continuation  of  that 
of  her  father  Pandit  Nehru  and 
the  Congress  Party  which  they 
headed  and  ruled.  India 
recognized  Israel  in  1950  but 
never  established  diplomatic 
relations  with  the  Jewish  State 
through  the  exchange  of  Am- 
bassadors. (An  Israeli  Consul 
has  his  headquarters  in  Bombay 
but  not  in  the  Indian  capital.) 
Mrs.  Gandhi’s  government,  a 
strong  supporter  of  the  Arabs, 
prompted  by  political  expedien- 
cy — the  80  million  Moslems  of 
India  with  ties  to  Moslem 


Pakistan  — aligns  itself  with 
the  Arab  States  and  votes  on 
the  Arab  lines  at  the  United  Na- 
tions. The  PLO  was  granted  the 
right  to  open  an  office  in  New 
Delhi,  the  capital,  by  Mrs.  Gan- 
dhi. Full  diplomatic  status  was 
accorded  and  Yasir  Arafat  was 
received  with  all  the  ceremony 
accorded  to  the  head  of  a state. 
In  pursuance  of  her  pro-Arab 
policy,  she  excluded  Israel  from 
international  conferences  and 
on  one  occasion  stated,  ‘‘the 
seeds  of  the  present  conflict 
were  sown  at  the  time  of  the 
birth  of  the  State  of  Israel." 

Hostile  attitude 
The  attitude  of  the  Congress 
Party  which  has  ruled  since  the 
independence  of  India,  has 
been  one  of  hostility  and 
coolness  towards  Israel.  It  was 
the  policy  of  Pandit  Nehru  even 
before  he  became  the  first 
prime  minister  when  India  gain- 
ed independence,  and  was  pur- 
sued with  undiminished 
diligence  by  his  daughter  dur- 
ing their  long  domination  of  In- 
dian politics.  On  the  other  hand 
this  policy  is  not  shared  by 
many  Indian  politicians  and 
statesmen  who  are  favourably 
disposed  towards  Israel  and 
strongly  support  better  rela- 
tions. They  proclaim  that  it  has 
become  increasingly  important 
for  India  to  invest  her  foreign 
policy  with  a larger  degree  of 
realism,  and  the  need  for  the 
adoption  of  a more  positive  of- 
ficial policy  towards  Israel. 


As  a non-aligned  democratic 
country,  India  needs  the  sup- 
port and  friendship  of  all  coun- 
tries, particularly  in  view  of  the 
critical  days  that  lie  ahead.  But 
many  Indians  ask,  “How  has 
India  benefitted  by  its  pro- Arab 
policy?” 

Facing  grave  problems 

Rajiv  Gandhi,  son  of  Mrs. 
Gandhi,  assumed  office  as 
Prime  Minister  with  little  ex- 
perience and  not  under  the  best 
of  conditions.  He  has  a tremen- 
dous job  and  has  to  rally  all  the 
support  he  can  muster.  The 
task  of  holding  India  together, 
the  challenge  to  his  leadership, 
the  unrest  in  the  Punjab,  the 
demand  for  autonomy  by  the 
Sikhs,  the  long-standing  serious 
dispute  between  Hindu-India 
and  Moslem-Pakistan,  are 
some  of  the  grave  problems  fac- 
ing him. 

The  opportunities  for  new 
beginnings  must  not  be  lost  in 
establishing  his  government  and 
in  uniting  his  people.  Among 
other  things,  the  time  has  come 
to  evaluate  the  relationship  bet- 
ween India  and  Israel  with  a 
view  to  give  full  diplomatic 
recognition  to  democratic 
Israel.  Established  36  years  ago, 
a member  of  the  United  Na- 
tions, the  Jewish  State  won  in- 
dependence about  the  same 
time  as  India,  another  great 
democratic  country  with  lofty 
ideals  and  legendary  renown 
for  tolerance  and  fair-play.  Will 
he  rise  to  the  occasion?

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Reagan’s  advisers  have  let  him 
down  very  badly:  Yitzhak  Navon

JERUSALEM  (JTA)  — The 
White  House  announcement 
that  President  Reagan,  after  all, 
will  visit  a concentration  camp 
site  when  he  is  in  West  Ger- 
many next  month,  has  not 
reduced  the  feelings  of  outrage 
here  over  the  President’s  deci- 
sion to  place  a wreath  at  a Ger- 
man war  cemetery  where 
members  of  the  notorious  Waf- 
fen  SS  — the  executioners  of 
the  “Final  Solution”  — are 
buried. 

The  shock  and  anger  arous- 
ed by  Reagan’s  plans  was  ex- 
pressed by  national  leaders  as 
Israel  began  its  annual  Yom 
Sho'ah,  Holocaust  Remem- 
brance Day.  It  was  marked 
from  sundown  to  nightfall  with 
flags  at  half  mast,  all 
restaurants  and  television 
devoted  to  music  and  broad- 
casts related  to  the  Holocaust. 

At  noon,  air  raid  sirens  wail- 
ing all  over  the  country  brought 
traffic  to  a halt.  Drivers  and 
pedestrians  alike  stood  for  two 
minutes  of  silence  with  bowed 
heads  remembering  the  six 
million  Jewish  victims  of  the 
Nazi  regime. 

Advisers  mislead  him 
Former  President  Yitzhak 
Navon,  presently  Minister  of 
Education,  told  a Holocaust 
memorial  service  that  Reagan’s 
advisers  had  let  him  down  very 
badly  by  suggesting  that  a visit 
to  a concentration  camp  site 
would  balance  one  to  a 
Wehrmacht  cemetery.  There 
can  be  no  mixing  or  mingling  of 
the  two  commemorations. 

Independence  Day 
sombre  in  Israel 

Israelis  celebrated  the  37th 
anniversary  of  their  in- 
dependence this  year  in  a less 
than  joyous  mood.  Festivities 
were  muted.  There  were  far 
fewer  flags  on  display  than  in 
past  years,  less  bunting  and 
ibbon-bedecked  portraits  of 
national  leaders  on  commercial 
premises,  more  modest  decora- 
tions and  fewer  colored  lights 
on  public  buildings,  reflecting 
budget  cuts  and  the  high  cost  of 
electricity. 

For  the  first  time  since  the 
anguished  days  following  the 
1973  Yom  Kippur  War,  the  na- 
tional spirit  is  low.  It  was  mir- 
rored in  President  Chaim  Her- 
zog’s Independence  Day  ad- 
dress, broadcast  on  radio  and 
television. 

He  dwelt  on  what  he  saw  as 
the  most  serious  threats  to 
Israeli  society:  the  “grave 
economic  crisis”,  the  armed 
conflict  in  Lebanon  not  yet  ful- 
ly ended  and,  “internal  pro- 
blems that  give  me  particular 
cause  for  concern"  — ex- 
tremism, fanaticism,  racism, 
which  threaten  the  fabric  of 
Israel’s  democracy. 

Sullen,  heavily  overcast  skies, 
chill  winds  and  unseasonably 
low  temperatures  contributed 
to  the  sombre  mood.

Navon  said. 

Premier  Shimon  Peres,  ad- 
dressing the  main  memorial  ser- 
vice at  the  Yad  Vashem,  was 
oblique  in  his  criticism  of  the 
President.  While  one  can  be 
reconciled  with  one’s  enemies, 
there  can  be  no  reconciliation 
“with  evil.  There  is  no  cause  to 
tear  off  the  yellow  star,”  he 
declared. 

Yitzhak  Arad,  chairman  of 
the  Yad  Vashem,  urged  Reagan 
to  cancel  his  visit  to  the  German 
military  cemetery  at  Bitburg 
where  SS  men  are  buried.  He 
said  the  visit  would  only  be  ex- 
ploited by  those  around  the 
world  who  try  to  deny  that  the 
Holocaust  ever  occurred.  Gi- 
deon Hausner,  chairman  of  the 
Yad  Vashem’s  International 


Council  who  prosecuted  war 
criminal  Adolf  Eichmann  in 
1961,  stressed  in  his  address  the 
deliberate  failure  of  the  United 
States  and  Britain  to  try  to  save 
victims  of  the  Holocaust  from 
death. 

Peres,  in  his  address,  observ- 
ed that  the  Holocaust  victims 
were  helpless  because  for  them 
there  was  no  sovereign  Jewish 
State  to  flee  to.  In  our  own 
time,  he  said,  the  situation  is 
deteriorating  for  South 
American  Jewry  and  they 
should  choose  to  settle  in  Israel 
while  they  can.  He  said  Israelis 
must  be  prepared  to  lower  their 
living  standards  for  a long  time 
in  order  to  provide  the 
resources  for  immigrant 
absorption.

Public  opinion  and  the  government  in  Egypt

WASHINGTON  (JTA)  - 
When  Egyptian  President 
Hosni  Mubarak  came  to 
Washington,  he  defended  the 
continued  absence  of  Egypt’s 
Ambassador  from  Israel  with 
the  same  argument  he  has  used 
consistently  over  two-and-a- 
half  years  — public  opinion  at 
home. 

Even  a farmer  in  the  smallest 
village  owns  a transistor  radio, 
Mubarak  said  in  an  appearance 
at  the  National  Press  Club  here, 
and  knows  perfectly  well  what 
Israel  is  doing  in  Lebanon,  the 
West  Bank  and  Taba.  Taba,  in 
particular  has  been  turned  into 
a national  issue  in  Egypt  by 
Israel’s  refusal  to  return  the 
disputed  800-square  meter  strip 
of  land,  or  at  least  to  send  the 
issue  to  an  arbitration  panel,  he 
argued.

"If  you  ask  an  Egyptian 
where  Taba  is,  he  won’t 
know,”  Mubarak  told  the  jour- 
nalists. "But  he  will  tell  you  it’s 
very  important.” 

It  is  easy  to  scoff  at  the  Egyp- 
tian leader’s  claim.  After  all, 
does  public  opinion  really  mat- 
ter in  a country  whose  govem- 
nent  is  heir  to  a 30-year  military 
dictatorship?  And  even  if  op- 
position is  no  longer  suppress- 
ed in  the  same  brutal  fashion  it 
once  was,  isn’t  it  the  ruling 
regime  that  continues  to  play 
the  largest  role  in  shaping  the 
very  public  opinion  Mubarak 
insists  he  must  follow? 

Bolder  criticism 
There  is  some  truth  to  these 
observations,  and  to 
Mubarak’s  as  well.  In  Egypt’s 
gradual  development  toward  a 
freer  and  more  pluralistic  socie- 
ty than  it  was  under  Mubarak’s 
predcecessors,  Gamal.  Abdel- 
Nasser  and  Anwar  Sadat,  the 
country  has  witnessed  a grow- 
ing interplay  between  popular 
criticism  and  the  tone  — if  not 
the  substance  — of  government 
positions.  The  government  — 
through  its  monopoly  of  the 
"national  press"  and  broadcast 
media  — shapes  public  opi- 
nion, but  it  is  increasingly  com- 
pelled to  anticipate  and  respond 
to  it  as  well. 

Although  official  tolerance 
of  opposition  parties  — rein- 
troduced by  Sadat  and  expand- 
ed under  the  present  regime  — 
has  been  prevented  from  hav- 
ing any  direct  impact  on  what 
the  leadership  does,  it  has 
created  an  environment  in 
which  criticism  of  the  regime 
and  its  policies  is  bolder  than  it 
has  been  since  the  revolution 
put  an  end  to  an  old  and  active, 
but  always  tenuous,  multipar- 
ty system  some  30  years  ago. 

Relatively  innocuous  and  in- 
significant government  actions 
often  make  sensational 
headlines  in  the  weekly  opposi- 
tion newspapers,  which  seldom 
forfeit  an  opportunity  to  show 
up  the  leadership  as  pandering 
to  the  United  States  and  Israel. 


The  main  opposition  parties 
which  challenged  the  govern- 
ment in  parliamentary  elections 
last  May  have  made  reversal  of 
the  normalization  of  relations 
with  Israel  a leading  cause.  The 
Wafd  Party  — the  only  opposi- 
tion group  to  earn  the  eight  per- 
cent of  the  total  vote  required 
to  gain  seats  in  the  People’s 
Assembly  — is  no  exception. 

Ridiculed  by  the  late  Sadat  as 
a party  of  aristocratic  pashas, 
the  newly  organized  holdover 
from  the  pre-revolutionary 
period  has  struggled  to  present 
itself  as  a more  progressive 
group  than  it  appeared  when 
the  Free  Officers  of  Nasser  bar- 
red its  leaders  from  political  life 
and  initiated  single-party 
military  role. 

One  upmanship 

Like  the  leftist  opposition 
parties,  the  more  conservative 
Wafd  has  been  involved  in  a 
constant  game  of  one  upman- 
ship with  the  regime.  The  latter 
makes  occasional  gestures  of 
protest  when  Israel  does 
something  perceived  as  objec- 
tionable. But  in  the  field  of  pro- 
paganda, the  cards  are  in  a 
sense  stacked  in  favor  of  the 
regime’s  critics. 

Facing  none  of  (the  con- 
straints of  governing,  a relative-

ly  middle-of-the-road  party  like 
the  Wafd  can  make  a much  big- 
ger fuss,  take  a far  stronger 
stand,  and  leave  the  policy 
makers  fumbling  for  proofs 
that  they’re  not  as  impotent  as 
they  appear. 

A Case  in  point 

Taba  is  a case  in  point.  Last 
August,  the  Wafd  began  a cam- 
paign to  dramatize  the  issue, 
filling  pages  of  its  journal  for 
several  weeks  with  stories  on 
alleged  Israeli  exploitation  of  its 
de  facto  administration  in  the 
area. 

First,  the  Israelis  had  allow- 
ed nude  bathers  into  the  ter- 
ritory, the  paper  announced  in 
typically  splashy  headlines.  As 
if  that  weren’t  bad  enough,  the 
journal  disclosed,  the  Jewish 
State  then  claimed  an  extra 
stretch  of  land  between  the 
original  contested  area  and  a 
barbed  wire  fence  constructed 
by  the  Egyptian  army  some  100 
meters  into  the  Sinai  to  shield 
its  soldiers  from  the  corrupting 
sight. 

Mubarak  had  raised  the  first 
noises  about  Taba,  when  Israel 
opened  a hotel  in  the  disputed 
territory  in  late  1982.  Egypt 
then  claimed  the  Israeli  move 
violated  an  interim  agreement 
concluded  just  before  Israel 
withdrew  from  the  Sinai  in 
April  of  that  year.  Settlement 
of  the  dispute  was  subsequent- 
ly included  among  Egypt’s  con- 
ditions for  the  return  of  its  Am- 
bassador to  Israel. 

After  other  opposition  par- 
ties joined  the  Wafd  in  turning 
the  alleged  Taba  incident  of  last 
summer  into  something  of  a na- 


tional scandal,  the  government 
printed  a denial  of  the  entire  af- 
fair in  one  of  the  leading 
newspapers.  But  by  this  time 
the  issue  of  Taba  in  general  had 
clearly  become  a national  sym- 
bol and  another  group  had 
taken  it  up  more  forcefully  than 
the  government  could  ever  hope 
to  do. 

So  was  it  official  propagan- 
da that  raised  the  consciousness 
of  that  isolated  peasant  with  the 
transistor  to  the  point  where 
Mubarak  could  make  the  issue 
a legitimate  excuse  for  keeping 
relations  with  Israel  cool?  Or 
was  it  deference  to  popular  sen- 
timent that  forced  the  leader- 
ship to  turn  it  into  a nationalist 
battlecry,  even  naming  a 
recently-built  ship  after  the 
disputed  territory?  In  short,  it 
appears  to  be  a little  of  both. 

But  opposition  wouldn’t  be 
opposition  if  they  didn’t 
criticize  the  government.  Those 
parties  and  organizations  most 
vocal  in  their  objections  to  rela- 
tions with  Israel  — among  them 
the  Islamic  fundamentalists  — 
have  been  voicing  them  more  or 
less  consistently  since  the  con- 
clusion of  the  Camp  David  ac- 
cords in  1978  and  the  peace 
treaty  that  followed  a year 
later.  So  has  anything  really 
changed? 

Professor  Shimon  Shamir, 
former  director  of  the  Israeli 
Academic  Centre  in  Cairo, 
which  opened  just  a short  while 
before  the  Israeli  invasion  of 
Lebanon,  thinks  a lot  has 
changed.  Writing  from  Cairo  in 
the  Israeli  newspaper  Haaretz 
some  two  months  after  the 
September  1982  massacres  of 
Palestinians  at  Sabra  and 
Shatilla  in  Lebanon  and  the 
subsequent  withdrawal  of 
Egypt’s  Ambassador  from

Israel,  Shamir  said  the  Egyp- 
tians have  come  full  circle. 

They  had  built  up  a founda- 
tion of  rationalizations  for  the 
switch  from  war  to  peace,  and 
then  saw  that  foundation  slip 
from  under  them.  The  argu- 
ment that  a separate  peace 
would  lead  to  a broad  regional 
agreement  that  would  satisfy 
the  Palestinians  and  bring  a 
long  desired  stability  to  the  en- 
tire Middle  East,  seemed  to 
have  been  discredited. 

“The  claims  of  the  opposi- 
tion and  reservations  about  the 
peace  were  transformed  during 
the  summer  (following  the  in- 
vasion of  Lebanon)  into  a na- 
tional consensus,”  Shamir 
wrote. 

As  television  news  showed 
graphic  scenes  of  devastating 
Israeli  bombing  raids  in 
Lebanon,  journalists  and 
political  cartoonists  of  the  semi- 
official  and  opposition 
periodicals  alike  appeared  to  be 
regularly  drawing  from  an  old 
wartime  reservoir  of  anti- 
Semitic  rhetoric  for  print  and 
circulation. 

Particularly  after  the  Sabra 
and  Shatilla  massacres,  the 


reemergence  of  the  political  car- 
toon portraying  the  sinister 
hook-nose  Jew  clad  in  black 
overcoat  and  yarmulke  and 
gleefully  preoccupied  with  the 
slaughter  of  the  world’s  in- 
nocents, brought  protests  from 
Israeli  officials  and  others. 
Egypt,  it  seemed,  was  spewing 
out  a venom  more  noxious  than 
the  familiar  poison  of  Israel’s 
avowed  enemies. 

That  this  reservoir  of  rhetoric 


was  brimming  after  years  of 
belligerence  with  Israel  in  which 
the  most  vicious  anti-Semitic 
writings  were  disseminated  by 
the  state-owned  publishing 
houses,  is  scarcely  surprising. 
But  the  rapidity  with  which  it 
flowed  back  into  daily  use  rais- 
ed questions  about  the  stabili- 
ty of  the  Egyptian  foundation 
for  peace  with  Israel.  Had 
anything  changed  at  all?

The  Canadian  Jewish  Congress  has  voiced  strong  condemna- 
tion of  recent  statements  made  by  United  States  President  Ronald 
Reagan  concerning  Nazi  SS  murderers. 

In  a telegram  to  Paul  Robinson  Jr.,  Ambassador  to  Canada 
for  the  United  States,  Congress  said  Reagan’s  proposed  visit  to 
an  SS  cemetery  is  "morally  incomprehensible”  and  his  statements 
"abhorrent  to  all  civilized  people.” 

The  text  of  the  telegram  reads:  Canadian  Jewish  Congress  is 
appalled  by  the  statement  attributed  to  President  Reagan  equating 
Nazi  SS  murderers  with  victims  of  the  Holocaust.  This  statement 
is  abhorrent  to  all  civilized  people.  We  pray  that  the  President 
who,  in  his  lifetime,  will  not  visit  the  graves  of  the  murderers, 
but  rather,  honour  those  gallant  men  and  women  of  the  United 
States  Forces  who  fell  fighting  Nazism. 

We  are  gratified  that  the  President  has  now  decided  to  visit  a 
concentration  camp  to  honour  the  victims  of  Nazism.  We  believe 
it  would  be  morally  incomprehensible  for  the  President  to  honour 
the  memory  of  those  whose  crimes  are  unique  in  the  anals  of 
barbarism.

The  Department  of  External  Affairs  has  agreed  to  make  im- 
mediate inquiries  at  the  request  of  Alan  Rose,  Executive  Vice- 
President,  Canadian  Jewish  Congress,  in  respect  to  four  leaders 
of  the  Lebanese  Jewish  community  recently  abducted  from  Beirut. 

No  group  has  publicly  claimed  responsibility;  however,  there 
is  widespread  speculation  that  these  kidnappings  are  the  work  of 
a Shiite  fundamentalist  group,  Hezballah. 

Hezballah  is  closely  associated  with  the  Aytollah  Khomeni  and 
has  been  implicated  in  attacks  on  United  States  and  other  Western 
embassies  in  Beirut.  The  kidnapped  men  are  Dr.  Elie  Khallak, 
a prominent  physician;  Haim  Cohen,  an  elderly  member  of  the 
community  in  charge  of  the  distribution  of  kosher  meat;  and  Elie 
Srour,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Jewish  burial  society.  There  is  also 
great  concern  as  well  for  the  safety  of  Isaac  Sasson,  the  president 
of  the  community,  who  recently  returned  from  a business  trip  to 
the  United  Arab  Emirates  and  was  abducted  by  three  armed  men 
when  he  arrived  at  the  Beirut  airport. 

Dr.  Khallak  and  Mr.  Sasson  are  well  connected  in  Lebanese 
society  and  maintain  contact  with  various  ethnic  and  religious 
communities.  The  two  recently  led  a Jewish  delegation  which  met 
with  President  Amin  Gemayel  to  discuss  the  deteriorating  situa- 
tion of  the  small  Jewish  community  in  Lebanon,  now  estimated 
at  less  than  one  hundred  people.  Rumours  are  now  circulating 
that  a fifth  member  of  the  Jewish  community,  Clement  Dana, 
80,  has  also  been  abducted  in  the  last  few  days. 

Canadian  Jewish  Congress  is  making  every  endeavour  through 
the  Canadian  government  and  other  friendly  powers  to  seek  the 
release  of  the  abducted  Jewish  community  leaders.

The  Montreal  Committee  for  Soviet  Jewry  has  proclaimed  May 
a Month  of  Solidarity  for  Soviet  Jewry. 

"There  is  a crisis  situation  today  in  the  Soviet  Union,”  said 
National  Soviet  Jewry  Director  Marlin  Penn.  David  Kilgour,  P.C. 
Member  of  Parliament  for  Edmonton,  Strathcona,  and  Chair- 
man of  the  Canadian  Parliamentary  Group  for  Soviet  Jewry, 
agrees.  “Soviet  Jews  are  under  constant  surveillance  and  face  con- 
tinual harassment,”  he  said. 

Kilgour,  fellow  MPs  Liberal  Sheila  Finestone  and  NDP  member 
Nelson  Riis,  relumed  recently  from  a fact  finding  mission  in  the 
Soviet  Union,  accompanied  by  Milton  Harris,  President  of  Cana- 
dian Jewish  Congress. 

They  noted  that  Soviet  authorities  are  now  forcibly  disrupting 
Jewish  cultural  seminars  and  Hebrew  teachers  are  prevented  from 
conducting  classes. 

Soviet  Jewry  groups  throughout  the  world  have  declared  May 
as  International  Solidarity  Month.  To  demonstrate  support  for 
Refuseniks  (Jews  denied  permission  to  leave  the  USSR)  and 
Prisoners  of  Conscience  detained  in  labour  camps  and  prisons, 
over  thirty  Montreal  organizations  and  synagogues  are  par- 
ticipating in  dozens  of  community  activities. 

These  include  vigils  in  front  of  the  Soviet  Consulate,  com- 
memorations in  honour  of  "Prisoners  of  Zion”  at  local  Jewish 
day  schools,  and  special  Shabbat  synagogue  services  on  May  18.

Holocaust  survivor  shocked  by 


Reagan  decision  to  honor  Nazis

My  first  reaction  was 
disbelief  — it  was  impossible. 
No  President  would  honor  Nazi 
SS  murderers  by  placing  a 
wreath  on  their  graves.  Not  40 
years  or  400  years  after  the 
Holocaust  and  Malmedy. 

Then  shock.  How  could  he 
do  this?  What  motivated  him? 

To  me  it  was  totally  out  of 
character  for  the  man  as  well  as 
the  President. 

This  cannot  be,  I thought, 
the  Ronald  Reagan  who  was  so 
eloquent  and  tearfully  moved  at 
the  Holocaust  remembrance. 

I could  not  square  it  with  the 
Ronald  Reagan  who  is  so 
staunchly  building  this  nation’s 
alliance  with  Israel. 

And  then  the  news  broke 
that,  after  all,  the  President 
would  visit  a concentration 
camp  even  though  he  still  in- 
tended to  visit  the  military 
cemetery.  The  rethinking  seem- 
ed more  like  the  President  I ad- 
mired, I felt. 

But  then,  it  was  stunning 
when  he  equated  the  fate  of 
young  Wehrmacht  and  SS 
soldiers  with  that  of  the  six 
million  Jewish  victims  of 
Hitler’s  Final  Solution. 

I was  appalled  at  the  insen- 
sitivity, the  mechanical  equa- 
tion of  victims  and  victimizers, 
murdered  and  murderers. 

Myself  a survivor  of  the 
Holocaust,  I wondered  at  the 
mindset  of  a man  who  would 
make  such  a connection  bet- 
ween soldiers  who  goose  step- 
ped off  to  do  their  duty  in 
Hitler’s  mad  attempt  to  con- 
quer and  subjugate  the  world 
and  innocent  men,  women  and 
children  who  were  slaughtered 
indiscriminately  because  of  an 
imagined  ancestral  taint. 

As  I wondered,  a scene  came 
into  my  mind  out  of  American 
legend.  When  the  Black  Sox 
scandal  broke  in  1919,  a disillu- 
sioned young  newsboy  is  said  to 
have  approached  Shoeless  Joe 
Jackson,  the  great  natural  hit- 
ting star,  and  asked  him,  “Say 


it  ain’t  so,  Joe.’’ 

I wanted  to  say,  “Say  it  ain’t 
so,  Mr.  President.” 

But,  unfortunately,  it  is  so. 
The  President  knows  that  there 
are  some  things  that  it  is  best 
never  to  forget.  The  great 
philosopher  Santayana  pointed 
that  out  when  he  said  that 
“Those  who  forget  history  are 
doomed  to  repeat  it.” 

Whether  or  not  the  President 
intends  it  — and  I believe  that 
he  does  not  — the  effect  of  his 
words  and  his  visit  to  the  SS 
gravesite,  if  he  still  persists  in 
that  folly,  is  to  demean  the 
Holocaust  and  diminish  it  in 
scale  to  the  level  of  just  another 
atrocity  like  the  St.  Valentine’s 
Day  massacre  in  Chicago. 

What  is  lacking  here,  it 
seems,  is  a sense  of  history,  of 
perspective.  The  past  is  full  of 
massacres,  no  doubt.  No  nation 
on  Earth  is  without  its  share  of 
dark  and  bloody  ground,  of  ac- 
tions of  which  it  is  ashamed  and 
which  it  buries  in  the  footnotes 
of  oblivion. 

Nevertheless,  the  Holocaust 
is  unprecedented  not  only  in 
scale  but  in  conception.  This 
was  an  endeavor  pursued 
relentlessly  even  at  the  cost  of 
the  German  war  effort  to 
obliterate  Jews  from  the  face  of 


the  Earth.  As  far  as  Europe  was 
concerned,  it  almost  succeeded. 
One  of  every  three  Jews  in  ex- 
istence at  the  time  was  killed  in 
every  conceivable  diabolic 
manner. 

How  could  an  American 
President,  the  ultimate  symbol 
of  our  democracy  and  values, 
contemplate  honoring  men 
even  remotely  linked  to  such  a 
fiendish  enterprise. 

It  is  an  offense  against  our 
tradition  and  all  those  who  died 
— in  our  armed  forces  and 
those  of  our  allies  — to  make 
certain  that  such  an  evil  did  not 
reach  our  shores. 

Say  it  ain’t  so,  Mr.  President. 
Think  again!

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James  Caan  ‘the  only  top  flight 
Jewish  athlete’  has  competition

(JTA)  — When  is  the  last 
time  you  heard  of  a Jewish 
family  producing  more  than 
one  star  athlete?  The  last  fami- 
ly of  note  in  a given  sport  to  our 
best  recollection  is  the  major 
league  baseball  duo  of  Larry 
Sherry,  pitcher  for  the  L.A. 
Dodgers  and  the  Detroit  Tigers, 
and  Norm  Sherry,  the  catcher 
for  the  Dodgers  and  the  New 
York  Mets.  They  formed  the 
10th  brother  battery  in  major 
league  history. 

The  Holman  clan  had  the  il- 
lustrious Nat  in  basketball,  with 
his  brother  Aaron  playing  a bit 
at  New  York  University.  Nat 
gained  international  renown  as 
a player,  coach,  and  the  man 
who  introduced  the  hoop  game 
in  Israel. 

There  may  be  a few  other 
Jewish  families  with  more  than 
one  athlete  in  the  clan  but  it 
would  be  hard  to  top  the  ac- 
complishments of  a current 
mishpacha,  the  Geiers  of  Tar- 
pon Spring,  Florida.  Three 
athletes  out  of  three,  to  say  the 
least,  is  not  too  common.  * 

Topping  the  Geier  list  is 
Mitch  who,  last  fall,  finished  an 
outstanding  college  football 
career  at  Troy  State  University, 
the  N.C.A.A.  Division  II  Na- 
tional championship  eleven. 

He  was  named  to  the 
Associated  Press  Little-All 
American  team  and  was  drafted 
by  the  United  States  Football 
League  Birmingham  Stallions. 
When  he  graduated  Tarpon 
H.S.  he  weighed  a “puny”  245 
pounds.  Today,  at  6’4”,  he  tips 


the  scale  at  285  and  bench 
presses  460  pounds,  the 
equivalent  of  two  defensive 
linemen. 

Mitch  Geier,  a 1980  high 
school  graduate,  was  overlook- 
ed by  college  recruiters  and 
ended  up  on  a scholarship  to  lit- 
tle known  Ottawa  U.  in  Kansas. 
When  his  freshmen  year  ended 
he  quickly  moved,  unannounc- 
ed, to  Troy  State  and  earned  a 
scholarship  after  a one  year 
mandatory  sit  out. 

After  two  bad  years,  Troy 
State,  under  new  coaching, 
went  all  the  way  to  the  Division 
II  national  title.  The  team 
coach  says  Mitch  and  about 
four  other  guys  like  him  made 
the  difference.  This  little  known 
player  has  come  a long  way 
from  Ottawa  U.  Those  who 
know  him  best,  foresee  a pro 
football  career  on  the  horizon. 
He  can  join  Birmingham  or 
wait  for  the  National  Football 
League  draft.  At  that  point 
he’ll  decide  which  way  he  will 
go. 

Kid  brother  Jeff  has  been  on 
two  Florida  state  soccer  cham- 
pion high  school  teams,  at  Tar- 
pon High,  and  has  played  on 
two  state  champion  club  teams. 
He  stands  a good  chance  of 
making  the  North  American 
Junior  team.  His  high  school 
team  has  won  more  games  (24) 
than  any  other  club  in  Florida 
and  is  unbeaten  in  49  matches 
over  a two-year  period. 

A defenseman,  Jeff  has  a lot 
of  freedom  on  the  turf. 

His  coach,  Jeff  Hehrer,  says, 


“I  don’t  think  his  (an  opponent 
forward)  has  beat  him  this 
year.’’  Jeff,  however,  has 
beaten  his  man  more  than  once. 
He  scored  seven  goals  and  had 
a hand  in  12  others  with  assists 
this  past  year. 

Jeff  Geier  would  just  as  soon 
leave  the  scoring  to  someone 
else.  “I  really  prefer  playing 
defense.  My  main  goal  is  not  to 
score  goals  but  to  win.  I like 
one-on-one  situations,  plus  the 
opportunity  with  headers,”  he 
claims. 

The  third  athlete  in  the  Geier 
family,  Amy,  is  a pre-law  stu- 
dent at  Florida  State.  She  will 
finish  her  sophomore  year  this 
semester.  She  is  active  on  cam- 
pus and  is  trying  desperately  for 
a four  point  average.  She,  too, 
is  a soccer  star  qualifying  as  All 
Sun  County  for  two  years,  was 
the  leading  scorer  in  the  coun- 
ty for  two  seasons,  all  county 
Most  Valuable  Player  in  her 
junior  year  and  Tarpon  Spring 
H.S.,  M.V.P.  in  her  senior 
year.

How  do  parents  react  to  their 
children’s  decision  to  make 
aliyah?  How  do  they  cope  with 
feelings  that  range  from  pride 
tinged  with  sorrow  to  hostility 
and  anger? 

Under  the  best  of  cir- 
cumstances, the  act  of  a child’s 
leaving  home  is  often  fraught 
with  trauma.  Yet  in  today’s 
world  of  increasing  mobility, 
the  act  of  going  away  to  school, 
taking  a job  in  another  state, 
and/or  marrying  and  moving 
far  from  the  parental  home  is 
seldom  seen  as  an  unusual 
event.  Both  generations  take 
for  granted  that  at  some  point 
in  time  adults  will  cease  to  live 
under  their  parents’  roof.  This 
“emptying  of  the  nest”  is  a 
norm  questioned  by  few  and 
actually  welcomed  by  many. 

Aliyah,  however,  represents 
a different  kind  of  separation. 
For  some  parents,  it  may  repre- 
sent rejection  — of  them,  of 
America,  of  a value  system  and 
way  of  life  they  cherish  and  en- 
joy. Many  are  confused,  unable 
to  comprehend  the  reasons  for 
the  willingness  to  leave  the 
comforts,  conveniences  and  op- 
portunities in  America. 

These  feelings  of  rejection 
and  confusion  may  be  exacer- 
bated when  the  child  assumes  a 
radically  different  lifestyle,  as 
many  do.  This  may  be  a return 
to  religion,  where  the  child 
becomes  ultra-orthodox,  or 
membership  in  a kibbutz, 
which  some  parents  see  as  a 
place  where  talents  and  educa- 
tion go  to  waste.  At  the  other 
end  of  the  spectrum  are  those 
who,  from  the  beginning,  offer 
unconditional  acceptance  and 
total  support.  They  are  thrilled 


and  excited  by  the  decision, 
sometimes  even  envious  of  their 
children’s  freedom  to  act  out 
dreams  and  goals  denied  them. 

Often  parents  search  for 
ways  to  persuade  thc  potential 
emigrant  to  reconsider  his  or 
her  decision  and  return  home. 
Depression,  with  all  its  atten- 
dant symptoms,  is  also  felt  by 
many  parents  — usually  more 
at  the  beginning,  but  sometimes 
intensified  with  the  passing  of 
time. 

For  many  parents,  accep- 
tance and  understanding  come 
only  after  they  visit  Israel  when 
they  see  the  settings  in  which 
their  children  live  and  work, 
and  discover  how  fulfilled  and 
happy  they  are. 

Parental  support  and  en- 
courgement,  even  if  at  first 
given  reluctantly,  also  play  an 


important  role  in  minimizing 
the  trauma  of  aliyah  both  for 
parents  and  their  children. 

Although  most  children 
make  aliyah  with  or  without 
parental  approval,  many  are  af- 
fected by  their  parents’  reac- 
tions. And,  when  it  is  positive, 
it  reinforces  their  decision  and 
eases  their  settlement. 
Involvement  is  a significant 
coping  device,  one  that  brings 
parents  closer  to  their  children 
and  closer  to  coming  to  terms 
with  the  aliyah  decision  made 
by  their  children.  But  it  is  not 
easy.  As  one  parent  said,  reflec- 
ting the  views  of  many:  “No 
one  is  happy  that  our  children 
are  so  far  away.  Yet  we  must 
realize  that  our  children  are  en- 
titled to  live  their  own  lives."

Of  the  three  groups  in  a re- 
cent survey  it  was  learned  that 
Canadians  are  most  frequently 
in  contact  with  Canadians  of 
Italian  descent  (54%  frequent 
or  occasional)  and  less  fre- 
quently so  with  Polish  (41%)  or 
Jewish  (39%)  Canadians. 
However,  29%  never  meet 
Canadians  of  Italian  descent, 
38%  have  no  contact  with  those 
of  Polish  descent,  and  39% 
never  cross  paths  with  Cana- 
dian Jews. 

Despite  differences  in  the 
sizes  of  the  communities,  equal 
proportions  (12%)  of  Cana- 
dians feel  Jews  and  Italians 
wield  too  much  power  in 
Canada  today.  In  comparison, 
4%  feel  this  way  about  the 
Polish  community.  (Z,  Q. 
91-96). 

MP  recalls  the

John  Nunziata,  Liberal 
Member  of  Parliament  for 
York  South  Weston,  rose  in  the 
House  of  Commons  recently  in 
observance  of  Yom  Hashoa. 

Nunziata  reminded 

Parliamentarians  of  the  six 
million  innocent  Jewish  men, 
women  and  children  who  were 
sent  to  their  deaths  by  the 
Nazis.  Mr.  Nunziata  called  this 
“one  of  the  saddest  tragedies  of 
mankind.” 

Saying  that  “the  sadness,  the 
suffering  and  the  outrage  linger 
on”,  Nunziata  called  on  the 
Government  of  Canada  to 
bring  to  justice  "those  people 
responsible  for  these  hideous 
crimes  against  humanity”. 

Mr.  Nunziata  pointed  out 
that  the  Ligeral  Party  had  in- 
troduced proposed  amend- 
ments to  the  Criminal  Code  to 
enable  Canadian  courts  to  try, 
and  to  punish  convicted  war 
criminals.  He  urged  the 
Government  to  support  this 
Liberal  initiative  so  that  we  will 
no  longer  have  those  amongst 
us  in  our  free  and  democratic 
society  who  have  caused 
millions  of  deaths,  billions  of 
tears  and  shame  to  humanity.

On  the  way  home,  the  Mis- 
sion will  spend  three  days  in 
Spain  as  the  guests  of  the 
Spanish  Jewish  community. 
Historically,  Spain  is  a 
fascinating  part  of  our  rich 
Jewish  heritage.
